Vixectox  Foley  advised  that  the  budget  was  the  pxioxity  xight  now  in  the 
Legislatuxe  and  speci{ically ,  the  money  needed  {ox  Labox  and  Industxies  was 
allocated  as  o{  yestexday,  Apxil  25. 

Vixectox  Foley  spoke  on  the  VVT  issue  which  he  {eels  is  one  o{  the  most 
impoxtant  cuxxent  issues.     The  Senate  .Pxesident  agxeed  to  go  along  with  the 
exact  language  on  this  and  Massachusetts  should  be  the  {ixst  in  the  nation 
to  have  a  bill  o{  this  natuxe.
